meta-index is stored in a pre-defined data structure including at least one of the following 
attributes a~ufl i v e rsal r e source looator, a titl e , on author, an abotract, a collection, a keyword, one 
or more matched words, and a path, a classmark, a classification date and a last modified dat e , 
further wherein the meta-index retains characteristics of each of the multiple heterogeneous 
repositories aj applied to each of the documents such that a user may access one or more of the 
documents wilhin the multiple heterogeneous repositories utilizing the meta-index, and further 
wherein the characteristics of the multiple heterogeneous repositories are transparent to the user 
when one or r iore of the documents are accessed using the meta-index.

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42. (Currently amended) A method for automatically cataloguing documents located in multiple 
heterogeneous repositories to facilitate document search and retrieval capabilities, comprising: 

scanni ig the multiple heterogeneous repositories to collect keywords from the documents 
located therein; 

buildii g a keyword index to the documents stored in the multiple heterogeneous 
repositories Ui ing the collected keywords; 

cataloj min g mapping the documents using the keyword index into predetermined classes, 
wherein the c_j taloguin g mapping is performed using at least one mapping tool; 

creatir g metadata information, including identification of the predetermined class, for the 
documents; at .d 

catalo j >uia gindexing each of the documents in an index of an integrated library according 
to the metada.1 a in a mota - indox , wherein the metadata for each of the documents indexed within 
the mete-inde: ( is stored in a pre-defined data structure including at least one of the following 
attributes e-afl i vcrsal resource locator, a titlo, on author, an abstract, a collootion, a keyword, one 
or more mate! ied words, and a path, a classmark, a classification dat e and a last - modified date, 
further wherei n the mete-index retains the characteristics of each of the multiple heterogeneous 
repositories ai applied to each of the documents such that a user may access one or more of the 
documents wi thin the multiple heterogeneous repositories utilizing the mete-index, and wherein 
the character^ :tics of the multiple heterogeneous repositories are transparent to the user when one 
or more of the documents are accessed using the mete-index.
